Early last summer (says 
that paper) many of our readers are awave, 
a large mass of clay burst from the lull on 
the east section of the first ward of this city, 
followed by a gushing stream of waler, and 
doing uo other injury thau covering a large 
portion of ground at the base with the bow­ 
els of the hill. 
Last evening six.ut 7 o’eUx-.k. 
a similar occurrence took plwce on the shim 
spot, but, we regret lo say, greater in extent, 
and citer tnt ly fatal in tic contetfutntts. 
An 
avalanche of clay came tumbling from i n 
eminence of nearlv SOO feet, moving down 
the base of I ie hill to level land, and then 
continued tram the impulse it te e m e d , to 
the distance ut about b(K) feet, covering up 
acres of ground accompanied with a cant­ 
re d ot waler and sand which kept up rn ter­ 
rible roar. 
T he mass tum id along with 
great rapidity, carrying with it two stnhl** 
A three dwelling houses, and cru'hm g ti t rn 
sud their contents in thousand of piece*. 
The stables and hors* • were moved to n dis­ 
tance of over 200 feet into an hollow ot. the 
corner of Washington and Four.Ii streets. 
Iii its way the avalanche ul*o encounter­ 
ed a brick-kiln, burying it part ally over aud 
crumbling it together, from which • trie 
minutes after the dames rushed forth aud 
lit up the city as with a great eonflagrivt ult. 
T ins signal was the first intimation that was 
h id of the catastrophe to those not in the 
immediate vicinity. 
’The three dwelling houses destroyed were 
of si.clit structure. 
T he stables in which 
were 22 horses, were all carried along with 
the mass together, with nine or ten din carts. 
Six horses were taken from the ruins alive 
— the other sixteen were killed. 
Tho deed 
bodies of the horses cen this morning ho 
seen mingled among the ruins.

D E A D B O D IE S were taken from the ruins 
last night. 
T here are probably others bu­ 
ried among the ruins as it is likely some 
persons at the lime wert in the stable or 
brickkiln. 
T h e nyalanche passed over a public high­ 
way which 'wads to the mill and nail factory, 
and might have earned along with it some 
straggling traveller. 
T h e clay is piled up 
in masses lo the depth of from IO lo 40 (eel 
over a large surface. 
It must trave moved 
with great rapidity, arid it is fortunate that 
it had not liap|>ened at the time when the 
laborers were employed in digging from tho 
hill. 
Al the time ll was snowing freely, and 
this morning th* scene w aseutirely covered 
with a white veil. 
The scene that presented itself IQ (ho 
early part of the evening was awful in tbs 
highest degree. 
The horrors of sa earth­ 
quake could not have presented a more 
dreadful spectacle. 
In the midst of a mass 
of convulsed earth, a multitude of humaa 
beings were moving to and fro—some car­ 
rying torches and oilier* digging among lb# 
ruins, and dragging from the midst the re* 
mains of some lifeless body, or ware rescu­ 
ing some one iii whom life had Bot gat be­ 
come extinct— some were crying * bo! rupee, 
ropes !' * help,' 1 shovels,' die.— while ( I i 
scene was dimly illuminated by the Barnes 
from the burning brick kiln, which is 7 * 
smouldering like ail almost exhausted Vol­ 
cano.
